VIHBBAL KESOL'KCEH IN ALASKA 
SUrriR AT HA9D8 OF DBXO. 
CRATtC AUNINIHTKATIOir. 

Washington. D. C, September 7.— 

For two successive years surveys ot 
mineral resources in Alaska were de- 
layed and prevented by neglect ot the 

Democrats. 

Failure to pass the appropriations 
for these surveys in time tu etiuip the 
experts from the Geological Survey 
made the work impossible. 

Reports Irom the Chief of the Alaska 
Mineral Resources DIvlaion furnish an 
olflclal account of how this important 
activity was hindend by the negli- 
gent delay of the Democratic 1 louse. 

"In 11»12 the appropriation for the 
( oiitiiniation of the Investigation of 
mineral n-sourccB of Alaska was not 
made until August 24," aays the ad- 
ministrative report for tliat year. 
"As a consetiueiiec of this delay but 
little could be accomplished and the 
projects undertaken could be carried 
out only at relatively heavy expense. 

"Only three partirs mil cf il.i' twelve 
eventually dispatched to Alaska bad e 
full season's field work. Several 
other parties were dlspatelied \inder 
temporary grants, but the funds weri 
so Inadequate that the parttea were 
undermanned and but poorly eiiulp- 
I>ed. Several important pieces of work 
had to be abandoned/' 

.Appropriation for the same work 
was delayed the next year. The offl- 
cial description of the way this em- 
barrassed the Alaska surveys is ever, 
more striking, the report declarlnc; 
that it eaiised a loss of 29 per cent iti 
lime, a heavy money loss and a check 
In efllclency that can not be estimated 

"The faet that the approiiriatlon was 
not made promi>tly," says tiie 1!U;5 De- 
partment account, "much curtailed the 
field season of several of the parties 
and theret)y ureately eniianced the 
eoat of the work. Out of a total of 
fourteen field parties, only Ave bad a 
full season's work. The loss in time 
dii.' to delay in appropriation, amount- 
ed to an average of one month, or 2P 
per cent, for each of eight field par- 
ties. 

"A careful estimate shows that the 
actual montetary loss occaaloned by 

the delay— that is, expenditure for 
which there was no return — was over 
7 per cent of the total appropriation. 
There was also a loss of efllclency 
brotight about by the-delny of the field 
work and consequent change ol° plans 
which can not be expreased In fig- 
ures."
